The  Exhibition  v/as  opened  by  Professor  Sir  Harr3r  Platt,  and  was  well 
supported  by  the  general  public.  It  is  estimated  tliat  5,000  people 
attended,  including  1,500  school  children  who  were  taken  round  in 
organised  parties  at  the  morning  sessions  and  were  shcnwi  Health  Pilms. 

The  children  who  were  given  demonstrations  at  each  stall,  later  gave 
written  ans'vvers  to  a questionnaire  and  x^^riF.es  were  given  for  the  best 
results. 

The  Exhibition  gonerall3'’  v/as  thought  to  be  an  outstanding  success 
and  much  of  the  credit  for  this  is  attributable  to  the  excellent  team 
v.'ork  of  the  Sanitar3'-  Officers  of  the  three  Local  authorities  concerned.

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On  the  coTiiplction  of  the  -i^ter  schemes  now  in  hand  vis,  - Chipping 
and  dhoi-nlcj-  scheme,  IFiltration  of  the  Hurst  Green  supply,  re-connection 
of  Barrow  to  the  piiblic  supply,  supplies  throughout  the  district  vd.ll  be 
reasonable  satisfactory,  v/ith  the  exception  of  Pendleton  village,  where 
the  supply  is  unsatisfactory  in  quality  and  where  pressures  are  poor 
during  certa.in  period.s  of  the  da3rj  and  the  Clitheroe  Road  area,  where 
pressures  arc  also  poor. 

Maintenance,  repair  and  renev/als  of  the  Council's  resc.rvoirs, 
water'.vorks , treatment  plants,  pipo  lines  and  fittings,  installation,  repair, 
rencv.ral  and  reading  of  meters,  end  waste  detection  works  etc,  , are  carried 
out  by  the  waterv/orks  handymen  and  one  general  labourer,  v/ith  he]p  during 
emergencies  provided  b^f  the  sewers  deparemortrb.  The  gra.dual  extension  of 
supply/’  lines,  and  the  inc/aease  in  the  numbe.r  of  laroperties  supplied,  bjr 
meter  and  otherwise,  has  extend.ed  the  available  labour  to  the  limit.  Only 
the  availability  of  the  recently  purchased  general  purposes  vehicle  has 
enabled  the  stad-f  to  maintain  a barel^r  efficient  service.  Completion 
of  the  pro]posed  extensions  and  installation  of  nev/  plants  will  necessitate 
some  re-orgerisation  and  increa.se  in  the  existing  staff. 


SnHHE?AG-E,  DIbilllxGE  idm  CLOSET  iCCaiiODATION. 

The  villages  of  Hhallejr,  Wisv/ell,  Barrow,  Cliatburn,  Dov/nha.m,  Hurst 
Green,  Ston3^hurst  and  Chipping  are  provided  \/ith  sewerage  s3''stems  and 
sewage  disposal  works.  Outline  details  of  the  various  works  were  given 
in  the  Report  fjr  1950. 


The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  parish  and  village  of  Pendleton, 
with  connection  to  the  Clitheroe  Borough  sewage  disposal  works,  v/as 
approved  and  cQmmei:iced  towards  the  end  of  the  37‘eai’. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Worston  village,  the  last  of  the 
nsGwered  centres  of  popule.tio:n  in  the  district,  wa.s  not  approved  b3''  the 
rinistrer  cf  Health  ov/ing  to  the  rel8.tivel3^  high  cost  of  the  scheme  and 
the  apparent  lack  of  urgenG3'-  from  a public  health  point  of  view, 

namtenance  of  the  171^1103/  2>nd  Calderstones  works  and  efforts  to 
produce  rcasonaole  effluents  from,  them  have  proved  increasingly  difficult. 
The  Consulting  Ji'ngineer*  s outline  scheme  fo,r  the  .rc~const ruction  of  tho 
works  was  submitted  to  the  Counoil  during  the  year*  On  the  Consulting 
anganeer' s recommenda.tion,  the  Council  ga.ve  instruction  for  a.  survey  of 
the  vThalley  servers  to  be  carried  out.  Such  a survey  was  comme.nccd  within 
uhe  limits  of  labour  available,  but  after  conqplction  of  preliminary  survey 
of  the  first  lengths,  it  wa.s  considered  that  there  was  sufficient  evidence 
to  indicate  that  the  diversion  of  top  wa.ter  from  the  public  sewer  would 
be  mere  costl3''  than  the  provision  of  plant  to  treat  existing  flov/s,

Cil^IPING  SITES , . VANS  & SHEDS. 

There  is  only  one  site  in  the  district  used  for  leermanent  camping  - 
tha.t  is  the  Girl  GuidcB  Association  Carp  at  WisY/ell,  This  is  not  a 
licensed  site,  as  the  Girl  Guides  Associafeion  is  one  of  the  Associations 
exerpted  from  licensing  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 

The  district  is  nell  used  by  occasiona.l  5ieck-end  tent  campers  5 but 
comps  are  so  small  and  scattered  that  no  nuisance  or  injury  to  amenity 
re suits. 

Duriiig  the  year  licences  were  granted  conditionally  in  respect  of 
eight  caravans  for  use  a.s  occasional  and  week-end  dwellings. 

ATIIOSPHHRIC  POLLUTION. 

Ho  special  a.ction  was  taken  with  regard  to  smoko  abatement. 

The  eight  works  chimneys  in  the  district  have  not  given  ca,usc  for 
complaint. 

Continued  corplaints  of  dust  nuisance  in  the  Cha.tburn  area  v/ere 
received.  Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  a.  meeting  was  held  at  the  v/orks 
considered  to  be  the  larincipal  cause  of  nuisance.  The  meeting  was 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  Council 5 the  Company,  ard  the  County 
Planning  Department,  and  K.M.  Inspector  of  Alkali,  etc.  Works,  Yfith 
the  benefit  of  advice  from  H,M,  Inspector  and  the  co-operation  of  the 
works  in  promising  to  install  additional  dust  arrester  plaeit,  it  is 
hoped  that,  when  such  plant  is  delivered  and  installed,  there  will  be 
some  narked  decrease  in  the  quantity  of  dust  deposited  in  Chatburn  village 
area,  though  it  must  be  accepted,  that  with  the  installation  of  the 
most  modern  and  efficient  extractor  plant,  there  will  still  be  some  dust 
nuisaiice  in  this  section  of  the  district, 

PISIHPDSTATIOH  iilD  DISIHITIGTIOH. 

There  were  no  causes  of  vermin  infestation  discovered  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  of  premises  was  carried  out  in  eleven  instances 
following  occurronco  of  infectious  disease., 

SCHOOLS, 


There  are  fifteen  schools  in  the  district,  including  three  at 
Stcn3'hurst  College, 


..any  of  these  schools  have  unsatisfactory  sanitarj''  accommodation, 
wa.ter  supply,  washing  facilities  or  yard  surfaces. 

Dork  was  ccipleted  during  the  yeajr  on  the  conversion  of  closets, 
provision  of  rushing  facilities,  and  re-siirfaoing  of  the  pla^jz-ground  at 
Sarrow  School,

Infested  dwellinghouses  are  trec.ted  free,  and  business 
prer.iscs  treated  on  repaynent  o.t  the  request  of  the  owners  or  occupiers. 

Public  sewers  were  test  baited  and  treated  in  accordance  with 
L'inistr;'-  of  Pood  requirements  tvrice  during  the  yeex.  Sewage  Disposal 
'“orks  ojnd  tips  were  regularly  treated  as  they  form  the  principoJ  reservoir 
irpestatiens  in  the  district. 

The  extensive  nature  of  the  district  aiid  the  scattered  properties 
therein,  mice  the  grouping  of  treatments  impossible  and  therefore  the 
cost  of  treatments  is  high  and  the  number  of  treatments  is  low,  much 
tine  being  lost  in  travelling,

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Sl  scavenging  services. 

The  follo\7ing  is  an  outline  of  the  scavenging  etc.  services 
provided  by  the  Council, 

Two  open  2 ton  vehicles  v/ith  drivers  are  hired  b^r  the  Council  at 
an  hourly  hire  rate.  The  \vork  of  carrying^  craptying  and  returning  the 
dustbins  is  done  bjr  four  of  the  Council’ s v/orkmen,  v/ith  reliefs  from 
other  departments  staff  deuing  holidays  and  sickness  and  when  collections 
fall  behind  schedule. 

One  of  the  vehicles  is  used  wholly  in  the  collection  of  household, 
and  tro.de  refuse  j this  vehicle  being  fitted  virith  a frame  and  canvaa 
covers  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Council j in  an  effort  to  reduce 
dust  nuisance. 

wishes  are  collected  throughout  the  district  ever3r  two  weeks. 

The  second  vehicle  is  used,  for  the  removal  of  night  soil  on  three 
da'-s  per  weekj  and  household  refuse  on  one  day.  Night  soil  is  collected 
in  a wooden  tanlc  box  ple.ced  on  the  bo.ck  of  the  vehicle , this  box  being 
provided  and  maintained  by  the  Council, 

Fail  closets  a-e  cm^itied  weekly. 

During  the  winter  months  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  the 
collection  of  aliJios  within  the  time  table  alloted  to  each  district,  and 
this  necessitates  the  additional  use  of  the  second  vehicle  on  the 
scheduled  free  da.y. 

Cf  the  annual  cost  of  scs-venging  etc,  services,  approxiiaatelj/-  one 
half  is  accounted  for  bj;-  hired  haulage  and  the  other  half  by  Council 
labour.  Fail  servicing  accounts  for  one  third,  of  the  total  cost  and 
refuse  removal  the  remaining  two  third.s. 

Average  costs  per  dwelling  or  property  are  l/4du  per  pail  closet 
per  week;  5d.  per  -week  for  refuse  removal. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  tips  situated  in  the  pa.rishes  of  I'Thalley, 
Chatborn,  Hurst  Green  and  Chipping,  Labour  difficulties  make  it 
impossible  to  csxvy  complete  controlled  dipping,  but  ever^r  effort 
is  made  to  maintain  the  tips  in  reasonable  condition. 

Night  soil  is  disposed  of  by  eng;tying  into  the  screening  chambers 
cf  sewage  works  at  V/halley,  Hurst  Green  and.  Chipping,  This  is  not  a 
satasfa.ctor3'  method,  of  d.isposalj  as  the  sudden  increase  in  flow  and 
volume  upsets  the  sev/a.ge  treatment  system  and  occasio:aaJly  the  leimping 
appcu*atus,  but  with  the  vehicle  and  tanlc  used  it  is  the  onl^r  method  of 
disposal  available. 


Salvage  is  collected  along  w"ith  household  refuse,  but  no  special 
salvage  runs  are  made. 


The  provision  of  properly  covered  refuse  collection  vehicles  and 
a properly  constr^acted  metal  box  or  trailer  for  night  soil  collection 
would  ec  a desirable  jj-nhiis  health  inprovement. 


HOUSINGo 


Housing  conditions  in  the  district  .inay  be  considered  fairly 
good  judged  by  nural  stonidards^  but,  as  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
completed  in  1950  shows,  there  were  SG  Glass  IV  (6*88^)  and  49 
Class  V (3e51fo)  dv/ellings.  Almost  a -qusxter  of  the  houses  in  the 
area  shovf  some  signs  of  dampnosso  Many  of  the  Class  IV  and  V houses 
dGgenera.ted  to  these  classif ico.tions  as  a result  of  lack  of  attention 
and  maintenance  v/hich  cormenced  during  the  v/ar,  and  lias  since  continued 
due  to  building  licensing  limitations,  high  cost  of  repair  v/orks  and 
restricted  rentals.  It  does  not  appear  reasonable  for  a local  health 
authority  to  demand  a high  standard  of  repair  and  improvement  works 
ivhen  the  cost  of  such  v/orks  may  not  be  recoverable  in  the  total  fixed 
rent  which  nay  be  expected  over  the  remaining  anticipafed  life  of  the 
property.  It  was  hoiaed  that  the  Housing  Act,  1949  VTOuld  to  some 
emcent  remedy  these  unsat isfaictory  conditions,  but  unfortunaMy  such 
hopes  have  been  abortive.  Action  vrith  regard  to  dilapidalced  and  unfit 
houses  has  also  been  limited  by  the  need  for  additional  housing  units, 
but,  as  there  no  longer  appccirs  to  be  an  acute  housing  shortage  ii 
the  district,  it  is  possible  that  the  time  has  now  come  for  the  Council 
to  consider  the  provision  of  houses  to  replace  those  repiresented  as 
unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense. 


During  the  jreau,  the  third  12  houses  at  Chatburn  and  four  private 
enterprise  dwellings  were  completed  and  occupied.  Schemes  in  haaad 
provide  for  a further  12  at  Che.tburn,  Barrow  14?  Bowland-with-Leagram 
2,  Hurst  Green  4?  Whalley  12,

D.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 


lYILK  SUPHT. 

The  responsibility  for  control  and  supervision  of  milk  production 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Pishorios,  with  the 
local  authority  rospopsible  only  for  the  distribution  of  milk.

Three  dealers  licences  to  use  the  special  designation  "Tuberculin 
Tested"  were  issued  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations, 

Thirty  samples  of  milk  from  supplies  retailed  in  the  district  wore 
submitted  for  bacteriological  tests  for  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli. 
Three  were  found  positive.  In  each  case  one  cow  in  the  milking  herd 
was  found  to  be  giving  tuberculous  milk  and  was  removed  from  the  herd 
and  slaughtered. 

Twenty-four  samples  were  submitted  for  B,  Ooli  examination  and 
six  for  Methylene  Blue  reduction  tests.  Of  these  one  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  to  the  B,  Goli  tests, 

MAT  AND  OTHER  POODS, 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  operation  in  the  district,  although 
the  licence  for  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  slaughterhouse, 
Whallcy  has  been  annually  ronev/ed  for  the  past  fev/  years,  Prequent 
inspections  of  butchers’  shops,  food  preparing  premises  etc.  have 
been  carried  out,  and  farm  killed  pigs  for  homo  consumption  vrere 
inspected, 

Prequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  food  shops,  kitchens, 
canteens,  cafes  etc.  During  these  inspections,  the  importance  of 
hygienic  handling  and  prepaaration  of  food  has  been  stressed  to  those 
engaged  in  such  vrork. 

Notices  requesting  customers  not  to  bring  dogs  into  food  shops 
were  distributed  to  all  local  food  traders  for  display  in  their 
premises. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year,

of  the  Council  find  themselves  endeavouring  to  cope  with* 

The  completion  of  the  Hurst  Green  and  Chipping  sewerage 
schemes  made  available  to  the  department  the  services  of  the  Clerk 
of  Horks,  who,  following  his  appointment  as  a permanent  officer, 
undertook  the  duties  of  Clerk  of  Works  and  Building  Inspector. 
Unfortunately,  just  as  an  efficient  system  of  control  of  building 
operations  took  shape,  new  contracts  at  Pendleton  and  Chipping,  reqiLiired 
the  full  time  supervision  of  this  officer. 

The  almost  full-tn^ie  craplojTnent  of  the  AdditionaJ  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  M^rk  in  connection  with  the  Joint  Health  Exhibition,  •" 
followed  later  by  his  long  aiid  serious  illness,  the  long  illness  and
